WAiinxemx, March 29—There is a 


disposition here on the part of many 
Democratic senators to fight the ap-

Cortelyou, of the department of com- 
merce and labor. They say that he 
docs not hesitate to ask for money 
galore, but that he does notcing and 
so far has apparently made no attempt 
to obtain facts concerning the opera- 
tions of the trusts in this country with 
the view to the widest publicity and 
the passage of legislation to curb them 
when found to be in the criminal class 
and out of the reach of the legislation 
now on the statute books. For that 
very reason there may be a spirited de- 
bate in the senate on further large 
appropriations for Mr. Cortelyou's de- 
partment. There is also talk of tbe 
resignation of Mr. Cortelyou. 


In this connection there is much 


talk here anent the interview with the 
attorney-general of the United States 
immediate.y following the Northern. 
Securities merger decision by the su- 
preme court. There is an unwritten 
law here that the president and the 
cabinet officials c'innot be interviewed 
and no mutter what they might say to 
any newspaper man here they would 
not be quoted in the papsrs witl.-

So, the conclusion is irresistible that 
the attorney-general sent for the rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press in 
order to say what he was quoted essay- 
ing the very next morning after the 
merger decision was rendered.

In order to allay the rankling 
feelings of the trusts over the merger 
deciiion.he gave it out in clear and un- 
or.stikable terms that this wr.s to ba 
tbe last fight of the administrating 
agaiust the trusts and they might rc--,t 
easy the balance of the year, or, for 
thai matlcr, the remainder of the time 
that Roosevelt occupies the While 
House or that Knc\ is the attorney- 
general.

thick with it we all opened our shells 
wide and making currents in the wa 
ter by means of the tlfly hairs which 
fringe our gills and w hich men call our 
beards we washed the dainties into 
our mouths 
Our choicest delicacies 


were the minute green alg-B which

When I fir-it anchored mj self I was 


but the twentletl of in inch in diame-

There are bacteria " said Dr Bur 


nil 
that live on baie rocks and get 


their sustenance from these and fiom 
the air and in then life processes ac 
tually store up organic matter—that is, 
they are soil makeis fertility produ 
cers advance agents in the making of 
a firm 


Bacteria put nitrogenous compounds 


which are little or not at all utilized 
by 
higher 
vegetation In available 


shape and so contribute to soil fsrtll 
ity in another way 
This is called 


nitiiflcation and the bacteria are ni 
trifving agents 
It has been found 


that in this respect there are two 
groups of these workers 
One set of 


species oxidize ammoula or Its salts to 
nitrites and another set further change 
these ultiites to nitiates 
A veiy cu 


nous thing is thit these bacteria aie 
not able to exeit their activities in the 
presence of soluble organic mitter— 
the very condition most favorable for 
most other micro organisms 
Even 


ammonii in a free stite is an antisep 
tic to the nitrate formers 


Denltiiflcation can go on In a com 


pact soil but nitrification requires air 
It seems that the stimulating effect of 
tillage is verv consideiablv due to this 
nitrifying nctivitv—that is we cult! 
v ite soil m part to favor these peculiar 
bactciiological friends 
Again these 


latter cannot work in an acid medium 
Sometimes the application of lime to 
certain soils proves to be greatly ad 
vantageous not perhaps because there 
is too little of this substance for plant 
food but because it corrects the acid 
ity and poimlts among other things 
the nitrifying bacteria to work
